Then for Education 3 which in the thoughts of all ingenious 
Men , cannot be held ar an undervaluable Price , it being the very 
beſt of Ornaments to Mankinde. Beyond all queſtion, it profi- 
reth very much ; but then it muſt meet with a fit and proper Sub- * 
jet. Every Man is n0t 4 Socrates ; nor have all Men a Power to 
maſter or bridle their Aﬀe&ions and Paſſions. I grant (in a 
juſt ſenſe) A nrſe Man may rule the Stars : yer are there few ſo pru- 
dent, either by force of Nature or Education , bur muſt fubmir 
(in a great meaſure) to the Energie of Celeſtial Influences, 
And although the Stars do not abſolutely neceſſitate the V Vill, 
yer they ſo ſtrongly incline it, that the Efte&s of Nature are com- 
monly ſeen beyond the force of Education, V Vere Education 
of force ſufficient in all reſpe&s to berter Nature , we ſhould 
have no ſuch things as Injury or Injuſtice in the World, where 
Education meets with an apt and proper Inclination , like a skilful Lapi- 
dary, it poliſheth Nature, and preſents the World with a Comparative Mi- 
racle, But, where it meets with a morſe or Violent temper , 1t is but a 
Slave to Paſston, and makes the Native more miichicvous and 
cruel, 
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cruel, Thus toume Men come to play tne Villatns and  Lroa- 
chers with the greater Dexterity and Courage; and , uſing E- 
ducation as a Bawdro their corrupt Deſires and Pleaſures , co- 
lour their unworthy AGions at the more confident rate, and 


make heir greateſt Villanies and Cruelties, matter of $ port and

None will deny , but VE RO was moſt excellently well E- 
ducated z yet what unheard-of Actions is he tecorded to have 
done , when once he came to the Government of the Em- 
pire> Although Tacitzs in many places of his Hiſtory , ſpeak- 
eth bur meanly of Aftrologers z yer in this very Example, 
he hath ſhewn himſelf ſuch a Friend to their Predi&ions , 
that he ceſtificth on rheir behalf, That they before-hand jd aſ- 
ſure Agrippina his Mother of his Cruelty, &c, And this power 
of a Naturai Profenfity was not onely plain in Nero, bur apparent 
in Galba, Caligula, Dioayſins; and others , that were diligently in- 
ſirudted by moit excellent and learned Tutors.z and yet atterward 


returned to their Natural Improbity , and became foul Mon- 
ters of Men, 


Thus we ſee of what force Education is , when it concur- 
reth with , or contradifterh a Natural Inclinarion and Tem-
